ON THIS DATE I WAS ASSIGNED AS SUPERVISOR OF 1ST WATCH (0630-1600) PATROL IN FULL UNIFORM AND OPERATING A FULLY 
MARKED SQUAD CAR. 

AT APPROXIMATELY 1 148 HOURS I WAS ADVISED BY OFFICER CASEY THAT HE HAD JUST RECEIVED A CALL FROM JENSEN 
ELEMENTARY ADVISING THEY HAD JUST TAKEN A FIREARM OFF OF A 2ND GRADE STUDENT. OFFICER CASEY AND I RESPONDED 
TO THE SCHOOL 



UPON ARRIVAL AT PRINCIPAL TAYLOR'S OFFICE WE FOUND TAYLOR, , \ (STUDENT) AND ASHENA TUCKER 

< ■ /IOTHER) PRESENT. OFFICER CASEY BEGAN TO ASK WHAT HAD HAPPENED. 

I INTERRUPTED AND ASKED WHERE THE WEAPON WAS. PRINCIPAL TAYLOR ADVISED ASHENA HAD IT. 

I ASKED ASHENA FOR THE WEAPON AND SHE RESPONDED THAT SHE DIDN'T HAVE IT. I THEN ASKED WHERE THE WEAPON WAS. 
AT THIS POINT ASHENA BEGAN TO INTERFERE WITH MY INVESTIGATION BY: 

-GIVING FALSE PHONE NUMBERS WHEN I ASKED IN AN ATTEMPT TO GET IN TOUCH WITH WHO SHE SAID HAD THE WEAPON. 
-KEPT CALLING AND TEXTING PEOPLE IN AN ATTEMPT TO HAVE THE WEAPON CONCEALED. 

-WOULD NOT GIVE ME HER PHONE WHEN ASKED AND WHEN I TOLD HER SHE WAS INTERFERING WITH MY INVESTIGATION AND 
SHE WOULD BE ARRESTED IF SHE CONTINUED TO INTERFERE. 

-CONTINUED TO TEXT PEOPLE WHEN i WAS TRYING TO GET INFORMATION ABOUT THE LOCATION OF THE WEAPON. 

-AT ONE POINT WHEN SHE WAS TRYING TO TELL ME WHO HAD THE WEAPON SHE CHANGED HER STORY FROM HER MOM TO HER 

AUNT TO HER BROTHER TO A COUSIN. 

-WHEN I ASKED WHO PURCHASED THE WEAPON ASHENA SAID IT WAS HER COUSIN'S. 

AT FIRST ASHENA TOLD ME HER MOTHER HAD TH E WEAPON AN D WAS HEADED TO THE STORE TO RETURN IT AND GET HER 
MONEY BACK. I WAS GIVEN A PHONE NUMBER OF TO CONTACT HER MOTHER. AFTER RINGING 12-15 TIMES I HUNG 

UP AND AGAIN ASKED ASHENA FOR A GOOD NUMBER TO REACH HER MOTHER. ASHENA SAID THIS NUMBER WAS A GOOD 
NUMBER IT WAS THE HOME NUMBER AND THERE WAS A FAX MACHINE IT MIGHT HAVE GONE TO. I ADVISED THE NUMBER WAS 
NOT ANSWERED BY A PERSON OR MACHINE AFTER SEVERAL RINGS AND ! NEEDED A NUMBER TO GET IN TOUCH WITH WHOEVER 
HAD THE PHONE. ASHENA INSISTED HER MOTHER WAS TAKING THE WEAPON BACK TO THE STORE FOR A REFUND. I THEN ASKED 
WHAT STORE AND SHE SAID "GORDMAN'S" BUT THEN CHANGED TO "WALMART ON THE SOUTH SIDE." 

AT THIS POINT I ADVISED ASHENA THAT IF SHE CONTINUED TO HINDER MY INVESTIGATION SHE WOULD BE ARRESTED FOR 
INTERFERENCE i ALSO ASKED FOR HER PHONE AT THIS POINT TO STOP HER FROM TEXTING, WHICH I BELIEVED SHE WAS DOING 
TO ASSIST IN CONCEALING THE WEAPON. ASHENA ATTEMPTED TO KEEP THE PHONE FROM ME AND WAS ARRESTED FOR 
INTERFERENCE. 

I THEN HANDCUFFED ASHENA AND REMOVED HER FROM THE BUILDING. AS I WAS TAKING ASHENA OUTSIDE I ASKED HER IF SHE 
UNDERSTOOD I WAS A POLICE OFFICER CONDUCTING AN INVESTIGATION. SHE ANSWERED YES. I THEN ASKED WHY SHE WAS 
CONTINUALLY LYING AND TRYING TO KEEP ME FROM RECOVERING THE WEAPON. SHE CONTINUED TO CHANGE HER STORY AND 
TOLD ME THE FIRST PHONE NUMBER WAS THE HOME NUMBER. I THEN ASKED WHY WOULD SHE GIVE ME A HOME NUMBER WHEN 
SHE CLAIMED HER MOTHER WAS ON THE WAY TO TAKE THE WEAPON BACK TO THE STORE FOR A REFUND? SHE THEN TOLD ME 
HER MOTHER DID NOT HAVE A CELL PHONE. 
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"AS HEN A LATER SAID HEr7Ij1?FoR COUSIN OR BROTHER WAS WITH OR ALL OF THEM, DEPENDING ON WHICH TIME SHE TOLD THE 
STORY, WERE WITH HER MOTHER. I ASKED FOR A CELL PHONE NUMBER FOR ONE OF THESE INDIVIDUALS AND I WAS GIVEN 

^^^^^m THIS TURNED OUT TO BE ASHENA'S MOTHERS CELL PHONE (EARLIER I WAS TOLD SHE DIDN'T HAVE ONE) AND WHEN 
I SPOKE WITH HER SHE HAD NO IDEA WHAT I WAS ASKING ABOUT AS FAR AS THE WEAPON. 

ASHENA THEN TOLD OFFICER CASEY THAT SHE HID THE PHONE IN HER MOTHERS VEHICLE. 

I WENT TO ^^^^^^H. THE HOME OF ALL INVOLVED ALONG WITH FALICIA TUCKER, ASHENA'S MOTHER. I EXPLAINED TO 
FALICiA THAT ! WAS THERE TO LOOK FOR A WEAPON THAT HER GRANDSON HAD TAKEN TO SCHOOL AND THEN HER DAUGHTER 
SAID SHE WAS RETURNING TO THE STORE FOR A REFUND. FALICIA TOLD ME SHE DOES NOT ALLOW WEAPONS IN HER HOUSE 
AND SHE WOULD APPRECIATE IT IF ! WOULD GET IT OUT OF HER VEHICLE IF IT WAS IN THE VEHICLE. I CONFIRMED WITH FALICIA 
THAT SHE WAS GRANTING CONSENT TO SEARCH HER VEHICLE FOR THE WEAPON AND SHE SAID YES. 

I DID LOCATE THE WEAPON IN A SMALL STORAGE AREA UNDER THE REAR DECK AREA OF HER DODGE DURANGO. I 
PHOTOGRAPHED THE VEHICLE AND WEAPON IN THE LOCATION IT WAS FOUND PRIOR TO REMOVING IT FROM THE VEHICLE. THE 
PHOTO'S ARE SUBMITTED FOR EVIDENCE. 

I THEN RETURNED TO THE SCHOOL AND MET WITH THE PRINCIPAL AND DR. WILLIAM WATSON, WHO WAS FILLING IN FOR THE 
SUPERINTENDENT WHILE HE IS OUT OF TOWN. WE DISCUSSED THE CASE AND I FOUND OUT THE FOLLOWING FROM THE 
PRINCIPAL: 

-AFTER MORNING RECESS TWO BOYS TOLD THE ADULT RECESS MONITOR THAT i HAD A GUN AND DURING RECESS HE 

POINTED IT AT SOME GIRLS. 

-THE RECESS MONITOR thfn told THE PRINCIPAL. 

-THE PRINCIPAL FOUND . CLASS ROOM AND BACKPACK AND CONFRONTED HIM ABOUT THE WEAPON. 

DENIED HAVING I HE WtAPON AND A SEARCH OF THE BACK PACK DID NOT LOCATE A WEAPON, 
-i nc r piiNCIPAL WENT BACK TO THE BOYS THAT REPORTED THE INCIDENT AND TOLD THEM IT WAS JUST A RUMOR. THE BOYS 
TOLD THE PRINCIPAL HAD THE WEAPON IN THE WAIST OF HIS PANTS. 

-THE PRINCIPAL WEN") tw^is. iO , . AND HAD HIM EMPTY HIS POCKETS AND THEN PULL THE WEAPON OUT OF HIS PANTS. 
AT THIS POINT THE PRINCIPAL TOOK . TO THE OFFICE AND CALLED HIS MOTHER, ASHENA. 

THE PRINCIPAL SAID WHEN ASHENA ARRIVED AT THE SCHOOL SHE WALKED INTO THE PRINCIPALS OFFICE, GRABBED THE 
WEAPON, AND LEFT THE BUILDING. AFTER "A FEW MINUTES" ASHENA RETURNED AND HAD A BELT THAT THE PRINCIPAL WAS 
CONCERNED WAS GOING TO BE USED ON , 

IT WAS AT THIS POINT THAT THE PRINCIPAL CALLED OFFICER CASEY, THE URBANDALE PD DARE OFFICER WHO IS TO BE 
CONTACTED BY THE SCHOOLS FOR NON PRIORITY TRIPS.

- ASHENA TUCKER WAS CITED AND RELEASED FROM UPD. 

- PRINCIPAL TAYLOR WAS ADVISED TO CONTACT 911 IMMEDIATELY IF THERE WAS TALK OF A GUN ON SCHOOL GROUNDS.
